Williams States Position of Dem- 
ocrats. 

Representatives John Sharp Wil- 
liams, of Mississippi, as leader of the 
minority, has issued a statement defin- 
ing the attitude of the Democratic 
party in the Hou.se board legislation 
urged* by the President in his message 
to Congress at the present session. 

The statement describes what Repub- 
lican legislation the Democrats will 
support, what they will oppose and 
what concessions they demand on the 
part of the majority as the price for 
refraining from an organized filibuster 
throughout the remainder of the ses- 
sion. 

Mr.'^Williams'opens his statement by 
saying : 

“Some things in the President's re- 
cent massage are so immediately im- 
pjrtant to the interests of the entire 
country as to pass the bounds of parti- 
sanship and to make it excusable, if 
not necessary, for me to say something 
concerning them with the view of as- 
suring the President himself, and the 
reasonably inclined Republican mem- 
bers of the House and the country 
of the support and endorsement, or 
the opposition, of the Democratic 
majority. 

“Insofar as the things urged by the 
President are good things. 1 would like 
the country to know that all he has 
too do is to deliver twenty or twenty- 
five house votes in favor of them. 
These conjoined with the solid Demo- 
cratic votes w’ill put them through.” 

Mr. Williams notes the following 
measures as the ones which will com- 
mand virtually the solid Democratic 
vote within constitutional limits; 

To compel publication* of campaign 
contributions. 

Prohibition of child labor in the 
District of Columbia and the terri- 
tories. 

Employers’ liability bill, draw'h to 
conform to the recent decisions of the 
Supreme Court. 

Federal liability to government em- 
ployes. 

Law to prohibit the issuance of in- 
junction without notice to the party 
enjoined. 

Removal of the tariff on wood pulp 
and printing paper. 

Imposition of a Federal charge for 
every water power right granted on a 
navigable stream. 

Those principles and measures urged 
by the Pre.'iident with which Mr. Wil-| 
liams, as the minority leader, takes i 
issue are enomerated as i^llows : 
j Penalizing of the boycott. 

The right of the Attorney General 
to n jminate receivers when common 
carriers are thrown into the h^mds of 
a receiver. 

Modification of the Shreman Anti- 
Trust law so as to permit within limita- 
tion the maintenance of trusts and the 
making of trade agreements between 
combinations of capital. 

Appointment of a commission to 
prepare a date for a revision of the 
tariff. 

“The President’s idea of letting the 
substance or part of the anti-trust law 
remain as it is, but giving to some 
branch of the executive government 
authority to determine when a trust is 
a good trust, and when it is a bud one 
—in effect to license one and restrain 
another— is so very vicious : in its ulti- 
mate effects, if adopted, that it would 
seem that no friend of a weil-order^ 
government could stand for it. 

"As to the President’s preparatioo 
of tarriff revision by consideration at 
the hands of a commission composed of 
members of the House and Senate, and 
so-called experts, is both cumbersome 
and useless. 

“The very best possible tariff com- 
mission consisting of the representa- 
tives of the p^^ple, select^ by the 
people in the interest of the people. 

Even that body had too many men se- 
lected by private interests in the in- 
terest of private interests. 

“If the Republican party can not 
furnish a Ways and Means Committee 
with sufficient intelligence to revise 
the tariff then will it surrender the 
reins of power to us of the minority ‘ 
and let us see whether we can or not.”'

The traveling 
man is by nature a tariff reformer for 
while the monopoly may increase its 
dividends by limiting its product and 
increasing its price, the traveling man 
must depend upon large sales, and 
large sales depend upon fair prices. 
The more money left in the pockets of 
the masses, the more they have to 
siTend with the merchants and through 
the traveling man. 

And so with the railroad question. 
The traveling men have been benefited 
by the reduction in rates, not only 
directly, but they have been ’oenefited 
indirectly. The traveling man does 
not profit by the accumulation of un- 
earned dividends in the hands of a few 
railroad magnates— he ^tofits as the 
power of the people to spend increases. 
The traveling man mifrht be interested 
in watered stock and fictitious capitali- 
zation if he was running a matrimonial 
bureau and selling foreign titles to 
American heiresses, but as he is inter- 
ested in bringing the producer and con- 
sumer together he is compelled bi- 
force of circumstances to advocate 
legislation which will make business 
active and remove restrictions from 
trade and exchange. 

The commercial travelers will be a 
valuable auxiliary in the coming cam- 
paign.

udder, to be cleansed by brushing,

Section 15. Any person using any 
' pre.mises for keeping cows’ for dairy 
purposes shall provide and use a auff - 
cient number of receptacles of non- 
absorbant material for the reception, 
storage and delivery of milk, and shall 
keep them clean and wholosem at all 
times, and at milking tim“ shall re- 
move each receptacle as soon as tilled 
from the stable or room in which cows 
are kept; nor shall any milk or cream 
be stored or kept within any room used 
for stabling cows or other domestic 
animals. 

Section 16. It shall be the duty of 
every person having charge or control 
of any premises upon which cows are 
kept to notify the Health Officer of the 
City of Paris of the existence of any 
contagious or infectious disease among 
such cows, by letter, delivered or 
mailed within tvrenty-four hours after 
the discovery thereof, and to thor- 
oughly isolate arfy cow or cows so dis- 
eased, or which miay reasonably be- 
lieved to be infected, and to exercise 
such other precautions as may be di- 
rected, in writing, by said Health 
Officer. 

Section 17. All dairies from which ■ 
milk is offered for sale in the City of 
Paris shall be open at all times to the 
inspection of the Health Officer of the 
City of Paris, or any officer represent- 
ing him. 

Section 18. That any person, firm, 
company, or corporation, who shall 
violate any of the provisions of this 
ordinance, shall be fined for each 
offense not less than Twenty-five Dol- 
lars nor exceeding One Hundred Dol- 
lars. «

Report of Light Committee. 

The followingjis report of the Light 
Cominittee that was accepted and 
adopted by the City Council at the last 
meecing : 

k 1. The members of the committee 
are of the opinion that it is better tor 
both the city and the private con- 
sumers to divide the lighting contract 
as nearly equally as possible between 
the Electric Light and Gas Company. 
By this method both companies are^put 
upon 'a paying basis, thereby enabling 
each company to give good service, and 
at the same time keep a live competi- 
tion for the benefit of both the city and 
of the people who use light. 

2. We are also of the opinion that 
not only will better service be obtained 
by the above method, but that a much 
better distribution of light— which is 
the one thing desired in such matters 
—will be secured than by accepting 
the prcpDsal ol^’ie Electric Light Com- 
pany, which IS based upon candle 
power and not upon distribution. 

3. W'hen the two propositions. arc 
analyzed, the cost of lighting the en- 
tire city by one company, either gas 
or electric light, is practically the 
same. 

For the above reasons we recommend 
that the bid of the Electric Light Com- 
pany to furnish 335 arc lights at the 
price of $90 each, and thirty 60 candle 
power incandecent lights be accepted, 
and the bid of the Gas Company to 
furnish one hundred and twenty-five 
50 candle power gas light at $25 00 
each per annum.be accepted ; all addi- 
tional lights required by the city to be 
furnished at the prices set out in the 
bids, and each company to furnish light 
for the City Hall and Fire Department 
without additional charge.

- ^Xhe best American cattle have the 
top OT the market in England.

—In Scott county, J. W. Ferguson, 
of Atlanta, Ga.. purchased 16 head of 
horses from Andrew Graves, R. D. 
Rankeer, James Carrick.and A. Graves 
and others. The pries, consideerd 
good, ranged from $125 to $250 per 
head. 

— At this season, when farmers are 
considering their spring planting, care 
should be taken in the selection of seed 
corn. One bad ear in a bushel, it is 
calculated,, will cause a loss of one- 
tenth of an acre, and should an average 
of 60 bushels to the acre be raised, the 
loss ^ould amount to six bushels to 
each acre of corn. A hundred acre'erop 
would mean a loss of 600 bushels. 
Placing the price of corn at 55 cent® 
per bushel the loss on the crop would 
reach $330. A few days w’ork in se- 
lecting the seed corn and giving it a 
thorough test would no doubt save 
many farmers quite a neat sum of 
money on this product.
